PLAN MEET 

Residents attend town discussion

AXMINSTER Guildhall was packed 
on Wednesday, January 4th for a 
public meeting to discuss East Devon 
District Council’s (EDDC) 
controversial draft of its local 
planning blueprint. 

The draft Local Plan, as previously 
reported by Pulman’s View, seeks to lay the 
groundwork for future developments to 
revitalise local areas and set out a planning 
blueprint for the whole of east Devon over 
the next 14 years, with Axminster Town 
Council (ATC) stating that it was generally 
in agreement with EDDC’s plan. 


The plan is still meeting resistance from 
locals in Axminster, Ottery and Honiton 
with some insisting that the scale of 
development is too large. 

Mike Allen, chairman of the Local Plan 
Panel for East Devon, said: “We want to 
aim for jobs and suitable housing for 
young and elderly residents, as well as the 
broad range of working age people. 

“Although we aim for about 15,000 new 
dwellings, we have an expectation that 
initial delivery of homes and office space 
will be slow until 2013 and that more 
development will only come with 
improved economic growth and especially 
growth in incomes.” 

ATC gave further assurances at its public 


meeting that the development process in 
the town would be slow and organic. 

The draft Local Plan states that the 650 
homes to be built to the east of Axminster 
will not only help provide the relief road 
but also “increase the critical mass of 
residents in the town to support the future 
vitality of Axminster”, with many in 
Axminster agreeing that a north-south 
relief road will be vital to the regeneration 
of the town centre by removing the current 
flow of heavy traffic and lorries. 

Graham Barton, speaking on behalf of 
his clients, the owners of Webster’s 
Garage, claimed that a relief road “would 
bring massive benefits to the town centre”. 

Meetings for Ottery St Mary and Honiton 


were due to take place as the paper went to 
press on Monday, January 9th and a date is 
yet to be confirmed for a public forum in 
Seaton and Colyton. 

Opinions from the public are being 
encouraged by EDDC and local councils. 
You can have your say on the local plan by

‘Perils’ of Tesco’s 
disabled parking 


Food bank 
for the needy 

COMMUNITY organisations in 
Honiton have banded together to 
set up the King’s Centre Food 
Bank to provide for the area’s 
most needy. 

The bank will operate from the 
offices of the Community Church at 
the King’s Centre, Lees Buildings, 
Honiton, and will open in mid- 
January. 

Norman Amey, an ex-police officer 
and member of the church, who is 
involved with the project, said: “As a 
church, we are already involved in 
dealing with, helping and supporting 
people who are struggling, and we are 
aware of people who have no food 
and can’t afford food.” 

Funded by local churches and 
charitable donations, the project will 
be run entirely by volunteers. 

There are several locations in 
Honiton that host collection points 
and will accept donations of non- 
perishable goods.

Body found 

A MAN was found dead at 
around 12.40am on Wednesday, 
January 4th in a rural area near 
Beer. 

Police discovered the body of the 
man, who had been reported missing 
from Kent, after locating his vehicle 
on the A3052 Beer turn-off from 
Holyhead Road. 

Police suspect suicide and are not 
treating the death as suspicious. 


SEATON Tesco’s disabled parking 
spaces are “like an ice rink” when 
wet, according to resident Tony 
Wheeler. 

Mr Wheeler, whose wife uses a 
wheelchair, said the disabled parking 
was a “cheap fix”. “They appeared to 
use gloss paint to mark the metre-wide 
red border,” he said. 

Mr Wheeler claims this border puts 


people at risk of slipping whenever they 
get in or out of their cars. 

When Mr Wheeler raised the issue 
with customer services he was told that 
Tesco was already aware of the problem. 

“Warning cones or gravel laid on the 
slippery areas would have been a 
sensible precaution,” said Mr Wheeler. 

A Tesco spokesman said: “The paint 
has been tested and deemed safe but we 


always listen to our customers and are 
happy to review the bays to see if any 
further steps can be taken.” 

But Mr Wheeler told Pu lm an’s: “I 
have no inclination to go back there.” 

He added that the automatic hand-drier 
in the disabled toilet was located so that 
anyone in a wheelchair would get a st iff 
blast of hot air on the side of the face 
whenever they enter. 


Eight-year low 
for rural crimes 


CRIME in Seaton’s rural 
parishes is at its lowest for the 
past eight years with 138 
reported crimes, according to a 
report released by the Seaton 
Neighbourhood Team. 

Over the course of the past eight 
years crime has shown a downward 
trend, with the last two years both 
seeing 100 fewer crimes than the 
2004 peak of 238. 

The most common offences 
committed throughout the rural area 
were theft (26 instances), burglary 
(23) and criminal damage (22). 

Last February also saw the lowest 
crime total ever with just two crimes 
being reported. 

Colyton suffered from the most crime 
last year with a total of 70, an eight per 
cent increase on the previous year but 
still below the peak of 97 in 2009. 

Northleigh, however, saw no 


instances of crime for the second year 
running, something the 

neighbourhood team hope to replicate 
this year through continued high- 
visibility patrols. 

Beer and Branscombe both saw an 
overall decrease in crime over the 
previous year, and the lowest since 
2004, while Farway and Northleigh 
maintained the same levels. 
Combpyne and Rousdon, Axmouth, 
Colyton and Southleigh all reported 
increases. Crime levels remained 
lower than the long-term average 
across the board. 

The Seaton Neighbourhood Team 
has also reported that, with further 
public sector cuts coming in 2012, 
this year is set to be challenging, 
though the Neighbourhood Team will 
endeavour to provide the best 
possible service to the local 
community. 


Ex-mayors to St Clare’s rescue 


THREE of Seaton’s ex-mayors are 
working together to save the St 
Clare’s building in Fore Street for 
use by the community. 

Friends of St Clare’s, founded by Jim 
Knight, Barbara Dearden-Potter and 
Sandra Semple, is asking local people 
to join and help them pressure Seaton 
Town Council (STC) into acquiring the 
building for the town. 

Jim Knight said: “It is a dream come 
true to have Barbara and Sandra 
working with me to preserve this 
wonderful asset for Seaton. 

“They both know how dear to my 
heart this project is and independently 


offered me any help I needed.” 

Tha nks to the extra precept levied four 
years ago for dedicated youth facilities, 
and with STC due £80,000 from Tesco, 
the three believe STC possesses the 
means to purchase the building. 

People and organisations in Seaton are 
being offered the opportunity to become 
founding members of Friends of St 
Clare’s themselves for a donation of £5.

Locals confront 
£10,000 raiders 

THIEVES CUT HOLE IN CEILING 


BRAVE neighbours confronted 
burglars wielding crow-bars 
who stole £10,000 in cigarettes 
and alcohol from Kilmington 
Cross Services. 

Police were called to the break-in 
at Gammons Hill, near Axminster, 
which is thought to have taken 
place between 3 am and 4am on 
Tuesday, January 3rd. 

The neighbours, who have been 
in contact with Pulman’s and do 
not wish to be named for fear of 
reprisals, were woken by their own 
alarm at around 3.30am to find a 
man acting suspiciously outside. 

They followed him up the road 
where they were confronted by 
two individuals carrying crowbars. 

But the arrival of witnesses 
seemed to scare the burglars off. 
After they had gone, one of the 
neighbours let down the tyres and 
removed the registration plate of a 
getaway vehicle to show to the 


police, who later recovered it. 

PC Matt Sinker, an officer on the 
scene, said the two neighbours 
showed “quick thinking and 
courage” and helped immensely 
with police inquiries as well as 
helping to recover a substantial 
amount of the stolen goods. 

Entry to the premises is believed 
to have been gained through the 
roof, where the thieves cut two 
holes in the ceiling to search a 
private office. 

One safe was cut open and an 
unsuccessful attempt was made to 
remove a further safe by 
demolishing a large part of the 
external wall. 

A green, pick-up-style vehicle 
seen leaving the area has now been 
recovered by the police. It had 
been stolen from Sidmouth Garden 
Centre. 

Police are keen to speak to a man 
seen leaving the crime scene who 


has been described as 
approximately 5ft 7in tall, medium 
build with “east European 
looking” skin and large brown 
eyes. 

He spoke with a Midlands accent 
and was wearing a dark grey 
hooded bomber jacket, dark 
trousers and a khaki buff 
concealing his mouth. 

Police are also asking for any 
information on a stolen silver 
Toyota Land Cruiser with 
registration GF04 HTK that they 
believe may be connected to the 
crime.

THE number of crimes in the 
rural area around Seaton last 
month increased by 13 per cent 
over November, but fell by 10 
per cent compared with this time 
last year.

“In every month, apart from June 
and July, the crime totals were below 
the long-term average and 2011 saw 
the lowest crime totals since at least 
2004.”

Water network 
improvements 


WORK to improve half-a-mile 
of Honiton’s water network on 
High Street, between the 
junction with Dowell Street and 
the junction with King’s Road, 
starts Saturday, January 28th. 

Part of South West Water’s mains 
renewal programme to improve 
water quality has included a £3.5 
million investment in the Honiton 
area which began last summer with 
improvements around Alfington and 
West Hill. 

Graham Murphy, South West 
Water’s director of engineering, said: 


“We take great pride in delivering 
the best quality drinking water to our 
customers. Old, corroded water 
mains sometimes meant our water 
was not always arriving in the 
condition we would like.” 

“Refining and replacing the water 
mains in Honiton will help ensure 
everyone gets a sparkling glass of 
refreshing water when they turn on 
the taps.” 

The work will not require road 
closures but some on-street parking 
will be suspended. The 
improvements are expected to take 
between two and three weeks. 


Projects monitored 


MEMBERS of the Seaton 
Regeneration Programme 
Board have been hearing 
encouraging sounds from a 
variety of sources over the 
town’s prospects in the coming 
year. 

The board’s mission statement “to 
provide strategic leadership for the 
Seaton Regeneration Programme 
and to champion the regeneration 
agenda for Seaton” has involved 
monitoring recent developments 
such as the Seaton Tesco and the 
Axe Estuary Wetlands. 

It also means the board will keep 
an eye on a proposal by the 
development consortium Seaton 
Park (Devon) Ltd that departs from 
the current Local Plan and hopes to 
provide 172 homes plus 


employment units and two football 
pitches on land to the east of 
Harepath Road. 

The scheme also includes a new 
link road to be built to the Colyford 
Road to improve access to the 
Seaton Regeneration Area and 
Tesco. 

The proposal is still to be debated 
by East Devon District Council’s 
development management 

committee upon receipt of a formal 
planning application. 

A proposed discovery centre for 
the Jurassic Coast, first discussed 
back in 2001, has also attracted new 
interest from what East Devon 
District Council has called “two 
national operators” though it has not 
revealed their names at this early 
stage.

Residents ‘in 
peril’ from 
illegal ravers 


AN illegal rave in the early hours of 
December 27th at a disused quarry owned 
by Hanson and opposite Beer Quarry 
Caves, a popular tourist destination and 
conservation area of special scientific 
interest, posed a safety hazard, according 
to a nearby resident. 

John Scott, of Beer Quarry Caves, contacted 
Pulman’s View to say that the rave posed a 
safety risk to residents as well as causing 
problems for Beer Quarry Caves itself. 

According to Mr Scott, there were more than 
100 vehicles completely blocking Quarry Lane 
that would have made properties on the road 
inaccessible to emergency services. 

Some of them were still there days 
afterwards, he said. 

With the road blocked, Mr Scott’s company 
also suffered a loss of revenue as two groups, 
one travelling from Plymouth and the other 


from Gloucester, were unable to attend guided 
tours they had booked. The mess left behind 
was also substantial, he added. 

Mr Scott said: “We filled 11 bin-liners and 
that was ignoring all the cans and other mess, 
just clearing broken glass from the road.” 

He added that credit should go to local 
roadsweeper Kevin, who spent the whole day 
clearing away the debris. 

Mr Scott also believes that the organisers of 
the rave may have been among those who 
helped with clearing up after the event. 

This was the second year running that an 
illegal rave, which was already well under way 
when police arrived, had taken place in the 
same location in Beer and at the same time. 

Once on the scene, police say they worked to 
restrict any further revellers attending as well 
as easing traffic issues. 

A police spokesman has said there were no 
arrests.

After illness, 
try celebratin 
Burks night 

THERE’S a singularly nasty cold or ‘flu bug 
doing the rounds at the moment as I discovered 
over the Christmas holiday week and I know 
that, apart from myself, several friends have been 
struck down with the virus. 

However, all is now well and the Country Scene is 
once more alive and alert! A Happy, if belated, New 
Year to readers and let’s err on the side of optimism for 
2012. 

What’s new on the bird front? Well, the latest Axe 
Estuary newsletter records sighting of a wheatear on 
December 16th and also a Caspian gull, a bird which is 
increasingly appearing in this country in small 
numbers, and was photographed on the estuary. 
However, I cannot find that this gull has yet been 
officially recorded as a visitor to Britain. Other 
sightings have been around 800 lapwings, 70 curlew 
and a spotted redshank. 

Here, at home, the garden scene is still dominated by 
sparrows, while blackbirds have been taking advantage 
of scores of windfalls left to soften for them. 
Woodpigeons, constantly calling, have been tricked into 
courtship flights by the mild days, while roses, 
primroses and wallflowers are still in full bloom. It has 
been, by any standards, an extraordinary winter so far 
and I only hope that here, in the south-west, we are 
spared the frosts and snow which made last winter such 
a nightmare. 

Will the proposed Government badger cull 
experiment go ahead? I have every sympathy for 
farmers whose livelihoods suffer from the effects of 
bovine TB, but I doubt if a cull on the lines proposed 
will have any material effect. At the Government’s own 
estimates, the proposed reduction in badger numbers by 
shooting would only reduce the bTB by 16 per cent in 
the cull areas whilst at the same time badgers disturbed 
by attempts to destroy family groups will almost 
certainly spread the disease by moving on to farmland 
previously unaffected. 

The very idea that “trained marksmen”, that phrase 
beloved of the media, will be able to pick off family 
groups is simply laughable. One or two animals may be 
shot, but badgers are not fools and will quickly vanish 
from the scene. The only real, be it long-term, answer is 
to continue to use the injectable badger vaccine on cage 
trapped animals, and to develop an oral vaccine. The 
real answer is for the development of a cattle vaccine 
and a change to the ridiculous EU regulation which 
does not allow it to be used. 

Any badger cull which takes place this summer will 
undoubtedly arouse fierce opposition and, inevitably, 
clashes with the police and, as the experiment is little 
more than a gesture, or sop, to the farming community 
one wonders whether it will go ahead . . . especially as 
the cost of hiring “marksmen” will, I understand, have 
to be borne by the farmers themselves. 

On a more cheerful note, I see that Dorset Wildlife 
Trust’s Kingcombe Centre will be holding double 
celebrations on January 25th, Burns Night. The centre 
has spent the winter refurbishing its residential 
accommodation which is surrounded by close on 1,000 
acres of natural habitat. Priding itself on local food and 
sustainability, the double celebration will be launched 
with a dinner prepared by the centre’s Scottish head 
chef, Cameron Farquharson. No prize for guessing what 
might be on the menu!

£6,000 grant

THE Offwell Woodland and 
Wildlife Trust has been awarded a

Have your say on new 
community complex 

PLANS to build a new 
community complex in Honiton 
will be debated at a public 
meeting at Honiton Town Council 
(HTC) offices on Wednesday, 

January 18th from 7pm. 

The closure of several local halls, 
coupled with the Mackarness Hall 
now operating at near full capacity, 
have been used by HTC to feel 
justified in pushing ahead with plans 
to build a new complex to be used by 
the community.

HTC has received confirmation 
from the registrar that it would 
relocate to the new complex in a move 
that would help contribute to the 
running costs of the centre.

It is 
hoped the building will be completed 
by early 2013.

The holiday’s over and 
while it’s common to feel 
you’re suffering from a 
little too much partying, 
there’s another often over¬ 
looked symptom - a decor 
hangover.

“Making changes to your 
home so it fits your lifestyle 
can be just as important as 
choosing the colour of the 
walls. So if you love a hobby, 
you should be trying to 
make a space where you can 
enjoy it or, if you entertain 
a lot, the dining area should 
be a feature.” 

To revamp a home, you 
may only need to re-arrange 


furniture, which could also 
open up a new area. By 
repositioning artwork, mir¬ 
rors, rugs and lighting, you 
can create different focal 
points and change the at¬ 
mosphere. 

“Avoid the knee-jerk reac¬ 
tion of chucking out and 
buying new,” says Nolan. 

“When relocating things, 
start with anything that 
isn’t working hard or earn¬ 
ing its keep in its current 
position, but think outside 
the box. 

“A bed quilt could become 
a chair cover, a tablecloth 
or even a wall hanging. 
A chair could double as a 
bedside table, and a bench 
transform into a console 
table. Get creative!” 

Renovate and revive 

Makeovers don’t have to be 
confined to TV programmes 
and DIY experts. An old 
piece of furniture can be 
given a facelift easily. 

“It’s really quite astonish¬ 
ing just what a difference 
paint can make,” Nolan 
says. 

“An old-fashioned piece 
of brown furniture that 
you wouldn’t look twice at, 
can be elevated to perfectly 
chic with a couple of coats 
of solid colour.” 

Stylist tricks: You can 
paint almost anything 
you love the shape of - the 
surface finish and colour 
won’t matter. Simply apply 
a specialist primer to suit 
it, whether plastic, metal 
or wood. 

“Painting and wallpaper¬ 
ing a piece can be truly styl¬ 
ish,” Nolan says. “You can 
wallpaper drawer fronts, 
add a coat of varnish to 


protect the finish and paint 
the frame. Add new handles 
and you have an individual, 
distinctive feature for little 
cost.” 

Colourful me beautiful 

“Colour has a huge impact 
on the mood of a home,” 
says Nolan. “It’s a powerful 
tool and has the ability to 
make your heart sing or 
sink, so repainting a few 
walls could be just the boost 
your home and wellbeing 
needs for a new year.” 

In a small home, she ad¬ 
vises using a palette of tonal 
colours, which are only 
slightly darker or lighter 
than each other, to make the 
space feel bigger. 

Stylist tricks: When you’re 
choosing the background 
colour for a room, usually 
the wall paint, consider 
the amount of light a room 
gets. 

“If bright light’s the prob¬ 
lem, opt for deeper, cooler 
colours such as blues and 
greens, and avoid warm 
colours,” advises Nolan. 

“If you lack natural light, 
either embrace it and cre¬ 
ate a den-like space using 
moody colours, or maximise 
the light by painting with 
light neutrals and using 
reflective finishes. By con¬ 
trast, matt surfaces absorb 
light and make colour ap¬ 
pear denser and more in¬ 
tense.” 

Kill the clutter 

Dejunking and declut- 
tering can be painful, says 
Nolan, but as well as giving 
you space, it will also allow 
your decorative items to 
star and earn their place in 
the home. 

“Your mantra should be

‘use it, love it, or lose it’,” 
she says. 

“If you really can’t bear 
to part with something and 
you’ve got enough storage 
space, consider having win¬ 
ter and summer looks. Just 
pack things away and bring 
them back into use when the 
season changes.” 

Stylist tricks: Sacrificing 
a whole wall to storage may 
seem excessive, but once fit¬ 
ted, you’ll wonder how you 
ever managed without it, 
says Nolan. 

“Don’t overlook the po¬ 
tential of lighting in cup¬ 
boards. Recessed spotlights 
in cabinets and strip lights 
under shelves all shed light 
just where you need it,” 
she says. 

“Painting the inside of 
cupboards helps too - a 
bright, zingy shade can turn 
it into a real feature.” 

Clever kitchen 

Kitchens are the hub of 
a home, but they can feel 
overcrowded and unwelcom¬ 
ing unless there’s careful 
planning. 

“If you’re going to use 
the kitchen as a snug, or 
informal playroom and TV 
room as well, furnish it as 
you would other rooms,” she 
advises. 

“Bring in decorative ele¬ 
ments to soften its functional 


kitchen aspects. While light¬ 
ing needs to be practical, 
there’s no reason why you 
can’t have a chandelier or 
a sculptural floor lamp as 
well.” 

Stylist tricks: A calendar 
pinned to a wall is fine, but 
a chalkboard wall for notes, 
lists and dates is more effec¬ 
tive and can make a focal 
point. 

“Use blackboard paint to 
paint the area you want,” 
says Nolan. “Your chalk¬ 
board will look much more 
impressive when it’s wall-to- 
wall and floor-to-ceiling.” 


In a small kitchen, re¬ 
place wall-hung units with 
rows of open shelves, which 
will look less overpowering 
than closed cupboards and 
ensure everything is easily 
visible. 

“Think outside the box 
when it comes to groceries,” 
she suggests. “Fruit and 
vegetables make instantly 
gorgeous displays when 
stored in cake stands or 
piled into clear vases, and 
even a bunch of herbs can 
look as pretty as a bunch of 
flowers.”

THE IRON LADY (12A) 


IN 1975, grocer’s daughter 
Margaret Thatcher became the 
first woman to lead a major UK 
political party. 

Four years later, she became our 
first female prime minister, holding 
office for three consecutive term s . 

She united and divided the country, 
smashing through gender and class 
barriers to be heard above the 
patriarchal hubbub in Westminster. 

The Iron Lady paints a sketchy 
portrait of Thatcher as she looks back 
over her life from the comfort of her 
lodgings at Chester Square in 
London's swanky Belgravia. 

It would be impossible to shoehorn 
a lifetime of political tug-of-war into 
104 minutes of screen time. 

Instead, scriptwriter Abi Morgan 
conceives a poignant tribute that 
revisits key moments in flashback, 
seen through the eyes of an 
increasingly frail eighty-something 
woman fighting against the rising tide 
of fractured memories. 

Baroness Thatcher (Meryl Streep) 
juggles a busy social diary with the 
help of assistants and her daughter 
Carol (Olivia Colman). 

She hosts dinner parties where she 
voices her views on the current 
government (“I don't like coalitions, 
never have”) and David Cameron 
(“Clever man, quite a smoothie”) but 
is disparaging about the state of 
Westminster since her departure: “It 
used to be about trying to do 
something, now it’s about trying to be 
someone.” 

Comforted by the ghost of her late 
husband, Denis (Jim Broadbent), 
Thatcher allows her mind to wander 
back to the 1984 IRA bombing of the 
Grand Hotel in Brighton during the 
Conservative Party conference, the 
Falklands War and her downfall 
precipitated by a critical speech from 




Geoffrey Howe (Anthony Head) in 
front of appalled fellow Cabinet 
ministers. 

She fondly recalls the words of her 
shopkeeper father (Iain Glen) and 
holds her course when the whispering 
begins on the backbenches, firmly 
telling one doubter: “It was the 
people who put me here. It’s up to 
them to tell me when to go.” 

The Iron Lady is dominated by 
Streep's tour-de-force portrayal of 
Thatcher, which should earn her the 
Oscar by a landslide. 

She electrifies every frame of 
Phyllida Lloyd’s film, disappearing 
completely beneath the ageing make¬ 
up, tailored suits and false teeth to 
embody a naive interloper who 


blossomed into a compelling orator. 

Broadbent offers sterling support 
and Colman is equally impressive, 
including a heartbreaking scene in 
which Carol tearfully attempts to re¬ 
tether her mother’s mind to reality. 

“You are not prime minister 
anymore and dad is...dad is dead,” she 
whispers soothingly. 

As a full, unexpurgated history 
lesson, The Iron Lady is found wanting 
and great swathes of Thatcher’s 
premiership are glossed over. 

However, as a portrait of a woman 
in her twilight years, Lloyd’s film 
provides us with fleeting insights into 
a figure who divides opinion as much 
today as she did during her reign at 
Number 10.
